Nursing  graduates  leave  their 
mark  with  endowed  scholarship 

CSU  made  history  this  spring  with  the  first  graduating  class  from  the 
Derry  Patterson  Wingo  School  of  Nursing. 

The  three  graduates  are  Michelle  Brown  of  Haines  City,  Fla.,  LeeAnn 
Holladay  of  Charleston  and  Sabrina  Misuraca  of  Summerville.  Although 
they  have  gone  on  to  pursue  careers  in  the  medical  field,  the  three  left 
their  mark  in  an  extraordinary  way  by  establishing  the  Capture  Your 
Dream  Endowed  Nursing  Scholarship  at  CSU. 

Inspired  by  a  fellow  student  who  struggled  with  being  a  single 
parent,  financial  problems  and  the  other  issues  that  go  along  with 
college,  the  three  created  the  scholarship.  Eligibility  requirements  stipu- 
late that  the  scholarship  be  awarded  to  a  single  parent  or  a  student  who 
has  children  if  such  a  person  exists.  The  scholarship  will  be  awarded 
beginning  with  the  1998-1999  academic  year. 

Now  that  the  first  graduation  has  passed,  the  School  of  Nursing  is  up 
for  accreditation  this  year.  Once  accreditation  has  been  granted,  CSU  will 
be  the  state's  only  private  institution  of  higher  learning  with  a  nationally 
accredited  nursing  program.  The  DPW  School  of  Nursing  opened  in 
1995  and  was  completed  with  funds  donated  by  the  late  Henry  Wingo  of 
Kline,  in  memory  of  his  wife  Derry.  Dr.  Marion  Larisey  is  dean  of  the 
School  of  Nursing.

Think  again 

Karges-Bone's  new  book 
explains  gender  differences 
of  male  vs.  female  brains 


Dr.  Linda  Karges-Bone 

Did  you  know  that  girls  arc  more 
sensitive  to  sound  and  smell  than  boys? 
Or  that  while  the  average  boy's  brain  is  10 
percent  larger  than  a  girl's,  girls  have  a 
significantly  larger  corpus  callosum,  a 
bundle  of  nerves  that  connects  the  brain's 
right  and  left  hemisphere?  That  may 
explain  why  girls  are  often  able  to 
complete  multiple  tasks  simultaneously. 

Differences  between  the  brains  of 
boys  and  girls  and  the  ways  those  differ- 
ences affect  learning  is  the  focus  of  Dr. 
Linda  Karges-Bone's  latest  book  "More 
Than  Pink  &.  Blue,  How  Gender  Can 
Shape  Your  Curriculum."  Just  released,  the 
book  is  a  follow-up  to  her  1996  book 
"Beyond  Hands-On:  Techniques  for  Using 
Color,  Scent, Taste, Touch  and  Sound  to 
Enhance  Learning."  Karges-Bone  is  a 
professor  in  the  School  of  Education  and  a 
widely  published  author  and  speaker  on 
parenting  and  curriculum. 

In  addition,  she  has  also  published 
"Middle  Grade  Assessments,"  a  book 
designed  to  make  assessment  more  mean- 
ingful for  students.  It  includes  informa- 
tion on  assessment  in  language  arts,  math, 
geography,  social  studies,  science,  foreign 
language  and  other  special  topics.  The 
book  was  published  this  spring  by  Frank 
Schaffer  Publications,  Inc.  in  Torrance,  Ca. 

While  researching  her  previous  book 
Karges-Bone  pursued  a  trail  of  information 


on  how  gender,  specifically  brain  differ- 
ences among  boys  and  girls,  might  impact 
parenting,  curriculum  and  instruction.  "As 
a  former  classroom  teacher  with  degrees 
in  both  special  and  elementary  education, 
I  always  spent  time  pondering  "how  can  I 
do  this  better?,"  she  said.  "Although  we 
see  some  interesting  differences  in  brain 
wiring  among  boys  and  girls,  they  don't 
represent  a  positive  or  negative  scenario 
for  either  gender.  Teachers  and  caring 
parents  can  use  this  knowledge  along 
with  common  sense  and  intuition  to  plan 
learning  experiences  that  draw  on  indi- 
vidual children's  learning  styles,  person- 
ality and  intelligence.  Brain  structure  is 

but  one  piece  of 
the  puzzle." 


...Among 
her  findings 


are: 


By  the  age  of  nine,  girls  begin  to 
play  down  their  intelligence  to 
become  more  attractive  to  boys. 

Mathematical  performance  seems 
to  come  more  easily  to  boys,  but 
girls  seem  to  excel  in  math  with 
greater  ease  when  their  fathers 
set  high  expectations. 

Parents  play  an  enormous  role  in 
shaping  academic  performance. 
When  mothers  allow  daughters  to 
"separate"  early  it  may  result  in 
academic  success  while  the 
reverse  is  true  for  boys. 

Boys  and  standard  desks  may  not 
be  a  good  match.  Boys  are  spatial 
learners  and  need  lots  of  room. 
Go  with  work  tables. 

Boys  take  longer  to  process 
verbal  responses  than  girls. 

Stuttering  is  typically  a  male 
problem,  with  three  to  four 
times  as  many  males  as 
females  having  the  problem. 

Girls  can  store  more  information 
in  short-term  memory,  even  if  the 
information  is  irrelevant.  Boys 
need  a  personal  reason  to 
remember. 

Even  hours  after  birth,  girls 
respond  more  actively  to  faces 
than  boys.

In  the  world  of  higher 
education  Charleston  Southern 
University  is  to  strategic  plan- 
ning what  Wal-Mart  is  to 
customer  service.  That's  quite  a  compli- 
ment coming  from  nine  Ph.D.  students  in 
higher  education  administration  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  and  their 
professors.  Everyone  knows  that  USC  has 
one  of  the  most  prestigious  business 
programs,  at  least  in  this  part  of  the 
count!) 

The  students  are  enrolled  in  Field 
Problems  in  Higher  Education,  the 


capstone  course  in  the  doctoral 
program.  In  mid-May  they  spent  two 
days  doing  their  homework  on  CSU's 
strategic  plan,  goal  setting,  needs 
assessment,  program  development,  bench- 
marking and  program  review  mechanisms. 
The  course  is  designed  to  help  students 
work  in  teams  while  synthesizing  class- 
room experiences  through  interviewing, 
observing,  studying,  asking  questions  and 
examining  documentation.  CSU  was 
selected  as  the  research  site  because  of  its 
model  strategic  plan. 

"We  did  it  because  of  (CSU  President) 
Jairy  Hunter,"  said  Dr.  Michael  Welsh,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  higher  education  at 
US(].  "He  immediately  understood  what 
we  were  trying  to  do.  We're  learning  that

CSU  has  an  incredible  strategic  plan.  We 
don't  see  much  of  that  in  higher  education. 
We  found  a  place  that  really  does  do  it 
right  and  is  really  moving  ahead  purpose- 
fully. He's  (Hunter)  basically 
teaching  us  how  to  do  what  we 
want  to  do  for  our  program." 

The  class  div  ided  into  three- 
teams  to  research  one  of  three 
topics:  Institutional  Effectiveness, 
Strategic  Planning  and  Data 
Management  System  Planning  and 
Updating.  Later  in  the  week  each 
team  presented  a  report  that 
included  observations  and  recommenda- 
tions. 

"Two  of  us  had  never  been  on  your 
campus  before,"  said  Danny  Morrison, 
leader  of  the  strategic  planning  team,  and 
an  employee  at  Wofford  College.  "We  knew 
CSU  was  a  leader  in  strategic  planning  and 
this  week  reinforced  that.   His  team 


charted  CSU's  history  as  from  barely 
surviving  in  the  1970s  and  early  1980s  to 
stability  in  the  mid-1980s  to  striving  to  plan 
lor  the  future  in  the  1990s.  "  The  inter-

Dr.  Don  Dowless,  a  scholar  and 
church  leader  who  joined  the  Department 
of  Religion  and  Philosophy  last  year,  was 
introduced  as  the  new  department 
chairman  at  a  June  press  conference  at  the 
South  Carolina  Baptist  Convention 
building  in  Columbia. 


Dr.  Dowless  is  a  powerful  teacher, 
pastor  and  leader,"  said  President  Jairy  C. 
Hunter  Jr.  "He  has  demonstrated  the 
philosophy,  vision  and  energy  that  arc- 
essential  to  guiding  the  religion  depart- 
ment, and  I  am  pleased  to  announce  his 
new  role  today." 

Dowless  came  to  CSU  from  North 
Carolina,  where  he  was  a  religion  depart- 
ment faculty  member  at  Campbell 
University  and  pastor  of  Corinth  Baptist 
Church  in  Louisburg.  His  academic  expe- 
rience includes  serving  as  professor  of 
church  history  at  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary.  Specific  areas  of 
expertise  include  church  history,  system- 
atic theology,  ethics.  New  and  Old 
Testament  and  preaching  and  pastoral 
ministries.  In  addition,  he  has  been  a 
revival  leader  in  Texas,  North  Carolina,  and 
South  Carolina. 

He  joins  department  faculty  members 
Keith  Sharp,  director  of  youth  ministry, 
and  Dr.  Tom  Guerry. 

Dowless  earned  a  Ph.D.  from  Baylor 
University,  an  M.  Div.  from  Southeastern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  and  a  B.A.  in 
biology  from  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.

New  software  that  will  make 
information  easier  to  access,  save 
time  and  increase  accuracy  and  an 
improved  phone  system  and  voice 
mail  are  among  the  strengths  Bigger  listed. 

USC  hopes  the  partnership  will 
become  a  standard  component  of  the 
capstone  class.  "CSU  was  brave  to  allow  us 
in  to  scrutinize  the  way  you  do  business, " 
Welsh  said.  "We  were  very  impressed  with 
what  we  found  and  hope  to  be  back."

"He'd  been  on  me  to 
send  some  things  out,  read  this  or  what- 
ever. He  pulled  some  information  off  the 
Internet  and  sent  it  to  me  right  before 
Christmas,  three  days  before  the  applica- 
tion deadline."  She  had  applied  and  been 
offered  full  scholarships  to  seven  other 
graduate  schools  in  hopes  the  end  result 
of  her  education  will  be  teaching  to 
support  her  habit  of  writing. 

Her  teachers  at  CSU  nominated  her 
for  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  award  which  she 
received  this  spring  from  the  Lowcountry 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  Association.  They  also 
nominated  her  for  the  1997-1998  English 
Award  for  academic  achievement  which 
she  received  May  6  at  the  annual 
Academic  and  Student  Life  Awards 
ceremony 

A  Lowcountry  native,  Ash  grew  up  in 
a  family  who  appreciated  the  creative- 
arts.  She  was  reared  by  a  mother  who 
read  to  her  as  a  tiny  infant.   She  was  a 
philosophy  queen,  introspective  and 
aware  of  emotions  and  their  responses  in 
our  lives.  That  rubbed  off  on  me,"  she 
said.   Her  father  used  to  make  up  silly- 
stories.  He  was  always  saying  he'd  write  a 
novel."  Cousins,  aunts  and  uncles  were 
actresses,  singers  and  painters,  though 
never  professionally. 

A  teacher  at  Stratford  High  School 
praised  Ash's  poetry  and  influenced  her 
decision  to  pursue  writing  as  a  career  in 
terms  of  teaching.   From  then  on  I  knew 
I  was  a  poet,"  she  said.  "It's  precise, 
specific,  clean,  neat  and  terse.  It  allows  me 
to  see  past  the  faces  people  put  on  and 
see  that  people  have  feelings 

Most  days  the  words  don't  come 
easy.  "It's  hard  work,"  she  said.  "Every 
now  and  then  inspiration  does  happen, 
but  most  of  the  time  you're  looking  for 
the  right  word,  trying  to  put  words  to 
sensations,  emotions,  things  for  which 
there  are  no  specific  words.  ' 

In  the  meantime  the  22-year-old  Ash 
is  busy  apartment  hunting,  catching  up  on 
favorite  episodes  of  "The  Simpsons  "and 
looking  forward  to  a  new  life  in  a  new 
place  i  like  people,  and  I  like  anywhere  I 
go,"  she  said.  "I've  never  had  the  chance- 
to  break  away  and  get  that  sense  of  inde- 
pendence. Plus  I'll  be  doing  what  I  love." 


CSU  leads  S.C 
independents  in 
on-line  visitors 

It's  1998.  Do  you  know  where  your 
children  will  attend  college?  If  the 
number  of  web  page  hits  is  any  indica- 
tion, at  least  125,000  are  considering  CSU. 

That's  how  many  visitors  the  home 
page  (www.csuniv.edu)  has  attracted 
since  CSU  went  on  line  in  August  1996. 
And  that's  more  than  other  19  private 
institutions  of  higher  learning  in  South 
Carolina  report. "In  talking  with  the 
Independent  Colleges  and  Universities  of 
South  Carolina  (ICUSC)  it  appears  that  our 
page  has  more  visitors  than  any  other 
page  of  a  S.C.  independent  college,"  said 
Dr.  Bob  Stevens,  vice  president  of  enroll- 
ment management  and  CSU's  webmaster. 
"This  has  become  an  important  marketing 
tool." 

Many  prospective  students  have  aban- 
doned traditional  methods  of  researching 
college  information  in  favor  of  the  World 
Wide  Web.  Information  supplied  by 
Stevens  indicates  that  home  page  hits 
peaked  in  April  1998  with  39,523. 
Mondays  and  Tuesdays  tended  to  be  the 
most  popular  days  for  accessing  informa- 
tion on  CSU,  with  63,470  and  63,302 
visitors  respectively. 

Where  are  they  accessing  from  you 
may  wonder.  While  the  majority  log  on 
w  ithin  the  United  States.it  is  interesting 
to  note  the  number  of  visitors  from 
foreign  countries 

Germany  tops  that  list  with  1 ,444 
hits,  followed  by  Australia,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Japan,  the  Netherlands  and 
Sweden.  At  the  other  end  of  the  spec- 
trum, our  home  page  received  one  request 
for  information  from  Zimbabwe  and 
Pakistan  and  three  from  Egypt,  Bermuda, 
Dominica,  Malta  and  Bosnia-Herzegovina.

Rod  Chestnutt  was  14  years  old 
when  he  learned  to  drive  on  the  dead  end 
frontage  road  that  veers  around  the  front 
of  the  campus. 

He  and  his  father,  Dr.  Clarence 
Chestnutt,  one  of  the  first  faculty 
members  hired  when  BCC  was  founded, 
were  in  the  elder  Chestnutt 's  Datsun 
truck.  "He  pulled  onto  the  road  and  said 
'OK,  you  drive.'  I  had  never  driven  before. 
We  headed  down  the  frontage  road  with 
me  weaving  all  over.  All  of  a  sudden  Dad 
said  OK,  do  a  three-point  turn.  I  didn't 
even  know  what  that  was." 

The  elder  Chestnutt,  now  73,  taught 
at  BCC  for  nine  years  and  is  retired  with 
his  wife  in  Murfreesboro, Term.,  where 
they  own  a  farm.  They  are  active  in 
missions  work  and  have  traveled  to  Kenya 
where  he  worked  on  an  agriculture 
project. 

In  the  mid-60s  the  campus  was  rich 
in  trees,  Christmas  trees  to  be  exact. 
"Growing  up,  this  was  where  we  got  our 
Christmas  tree,"  Chestnutt  said.  "My  dad 
would  never  pay  for  a  Christmas  tree.  We 
saw  this  campus  go  from  pine  trees  to 
clearing  off  to  replanting  trees  again." 

Such  are  the  memories  of  Rod 
Chestnutt,  now  Dr.  Rod 
Chestnutt,  who  moved  to 
Summerville  from  Kentucky 
with  his  family  at  the  age  of 
six.  Twenty-four  years  after 
leaving,  Rod  Chestnutt  was 
back  on  campus  teaching  a 
director's  class  for  the  1998 
Summer  Hand  Symposium. 
He  is  director  of  bands  at 
the  University  of  Western 
Georgia  in  Carrollton,  Ga., 
and  a  colleague  of  Jay 
Watkins,  director  of  bands 
at  CSU. 

The  Chestnutt  family 
came  here  because  his 
father,  a  biology  and  zoology 
professor,  had  been  hired  at 
BCC.   I  think  he  saw  it 
advertised  in  a  Baptist  publi- 
cation," Chestnutt  said. 
"When  we  moved  here,  my 
father  was  so  excited.  He 
always  wanted  to  work  in  a 
Baptist  university  because 


that's  what  he  felt  his  calling  was. 
Coming  here  gave  him  the  opportunity 
to  build  something." 

Among  his  contributions  to  campus 
was  a  greenhouse.  "Dad  had  it  built  out 
by  the  oxidation  pond,"  Chestnutt  said. 
"He  needed  it  to  teach.  He  also  dabbled 
in  orchids  and  had  several  strains  back 
there.  I  remember  my  mother  always  had 
orchids  at  Easter." 

The  greenhouse  still  stands  today, 
although  partially  covered  in  weeds  and 
vines.  Flower  pots  are  scattered  about 
and  shelves  remain  as  if  Chestnutt  s  work 
there  wasn't  so  long  ago. 

Several  faculty  who  were  here  in 
those  days  remain  today.  "I  remember 
when  Dr.  (Jim)  Barrier  and  Mr.  (Stephen) 
Best  came,"  Chestnutt  said.  "They  were 
the  young  guys.  I  remember  attending  the 
All-Sports  camps  that  Coach  (Howard) 
Bagwell  and  Coach  (Jim)  Settle  did. 
Everything  here  seemed  much  bigger 
then." 

Coming  back  was  a  treat  for 
Chestnutt.  "I  enjoyed  growing  up  here," 
he  said.  "You  always  want  to  see  a  bit  of 
your  history.  You  always  have  that  I 
wonder  what  happened  to...?"'

construction  expansion 


Three  new  facilities, 
stadium  improvements 


Fast  forward  five  years  and  imagine 
three  new  facilities  on  campus,  new  seats 
in  the  stadium,  a  new  press  box,  conces- 
sion stands  and  rest  room  facilities.  Those 
are  the  highlights  of  a  $3  million  construc- 
tion plan  approved  this  spring.  But  you 
won't  have  to  wait  five  years  to  see  the 
results  of  the  plan.  The  first  phase,  a 
student  activities  and  wellness  building 
and  a  multipurpose  building,  is  expected 
to  be  finished  within  12-18  months. 

The  plan,  presented  by  Kent 
Brasher,  vice  president  of  business  affairs, 
was  approved  March  31  at  the  annual  joint 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
Board  of  Visitors.  He  described  the  project 
as  a  "bridge  plan"  designed  to  accommo- 
date the  immediate  needs  of  the  univer- 
sity. Enrollment  reached  an  all-time  high 
last  academic  year  with  nearly  2,500 
part-time  and  full-time  students,  a  six 
percent  increase  in  full-time  students. 
Approximately  800  students  lived  on 
campus,  a  10  percent  increase  over  the 
1996-1997  year. 

The  buildings  will  bring  immediate 
relief  for  space  constraints  on  campus  and 
will  be  converted  later  for  classrooms, 
food-service  facilities  and  other  uses.  The 
plan  calls  for  construction  of  three  new 
facilities  during  the  1998-1999  year. 
They  are: 

•  a  10,000-square-foot  multipurpose 
building  which  will  be  used  by  the 
Horton  School  of  Music  for 
rehearsals,  storage  of  instruments  and 
instrumental  music  classes. 

•  a  20,000-square-foot  student  activities 
and  wellness  building  that  will 
provide  meeting  space  for  student 
organizations  and  clubs  and  common 
areas  for  relaxation  as  well  as  a  well- 
ness center  where  students  can  use 
exercise  equipment,  play  on  indoor 
volleyball  courts  and  participate  in 
indoor  intramural  sports. 


The  buildings  have  been  part  of  the 
university's  strategic  plan  for  some  time. 


"Our  needs  for  expanded  facilities  for 
students  aren't  new,"  President  Hunter 
said.  "Although  challenging,  these  are 
wonderful  problems  to  have.  These  arc- 
not  our  dream  buildings   They  are  what 
we  need  right  now  to  bridge  the  gap.  We 
see  the  bridge  plan  as  a  cost  effective,  effi- 
cient way  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  of 
our  student  body.  In  the  long  run,  we'll 
construct  new  facilities  for  each  of  these 
areas  and  others  as  well. 

The  project  will  continue  in  1999- 
2000  with  a  new  press  box,  new  home 
and  visitor  seats  and  a  repaved  track. 
Completion  is  expected  in  2002-2003  with 
the  addition  of  new  stadium  concession 
stands  and  rest  rooms. 

This  project  brings  with  it  many 
opportunities  for  giving.  Furniture  and 
equipment  are  needed  as  well  as  money.

Hunter 
has  also  served  as  conference  vice 
president,  chair  of  the  Big  South 
finance  committee  and  has  been  a 
member  of  the  executive 
committee. 

Athletic  Director  Howard 
Bagwell  was  elected  chair  of  the 
conference  track  and  field 
committee.   Other  officers  are  Dr. 
Ron  Ingle,  president  of  Coastal 
Carolina,  vice  president,  and  Dr. 
Douglas  Covington,  president  of 
Radford  University,  secretary.

It  was  difficult  to  tell  who  was  more 
grateful,  scholarship  donors  at  Charleston 
Southern  University  or  students  who  are 
the  recipients  of  their  gifts.  At  the  April 
17  donor  appreciation  luncheon,  donors 
met  their  scholarship  recipient(s),  and 
students  expressed  their  thanks.

Men's  tennis 
team  captures 
crown,  women 

reach  finals

"It's  never  happened  before." 

A  phrase  that  has  become  common 
on  the  campus  of  Charleston  Southern 
where,  for  the  first  time,  both  the  men's 
and  women's  tennis  teams  reached  the 
finals  of  the  Big  South  Conference  tourna- 
ment. The  senior-laden  Buccaneers 
finished  the  regular  season  17-5  overall 
and  6-0  in  the  conference  while  the 
upstart  Lady  Buccaneers,  who  had  no 
seniors  and  started  three  freshmen  in 
every  match  last  season,  finished  at 
1 0-9  but  wiped  out  the  Big  South  with  a 
5-0  record. 

"It  may  not  have  been  expected,"  said 
second-year  men's  and  women's  head 
coach  Hans  Olsen  '92.  "But  we  put  in  a 
lot  of  hard  work  and  none  of  us  are 
surprised  to  be  here."

The  Buccaneers  were  the  preseason 
favorite  to  take  the  crown.  The  team 
sports  four  seniors,  all  of  whom  were  on 
the  1996  team  that  won  the  Big  South 
and  the  1997  squad  that  advanced  to  the 
finals.  This  season,  the  Bucs  rolled  over 
most  of  their  competition,  including 
a  14-0  mark  on  their  home  courts. 

"The  desire  was  there  for  us,"  said 
Trevor  Bethune,  three-time  all  conference 
selection  and  No.l  player.  "We  have  won 
before  (1996),  but  we've  also  lost  twice

what  to  expect.  The  seniors  on  this  team 
wanted  to  go  out  with  a  win  and  give  the 
newer  players  the  experience  of  winning  a 
crown." 

The  Bncs  were  nearly  unstoppable 
this  season,  going  on  winning  streaks  of 
four,  five  and  six  in  a  row.  Three  of  the 
five  matches  they  lost  were  by  the  score 
of  4-3. 

"We  picked  it  up  a  notch,"  Olsen  said. 


"The  guys  focused  on  what  we  needed  to 
improve  on.  Everyone  was  hungry  and 
eager  to  play  in  this  tournament." 

The  Lady  Buccaneers'  success 
was  sparked  by  the  play  of  three 
freshmen.  Julie  Harnois,  Catherine 
Andersson  and  Kristin  Janese 
started  every  match.  Harnois,  who 
comes  to  CSU  from  Montreal,  has 
had  the  toughest  test,  stepping  into 
the  No.l  singles  spot. 

"I  was  ready  to  play  at  No.l," 
said  Harnois.  "And  as  the  season 
progressed,  I  got  hetter.  It  was 
tough  at  first;  we  played  some  good 
teams.  But  once  I  got  one  or  two 
wins  my  confidence  increased." 

The  Lady  Bucs  opened  against 
top-25  power  LISC  and  suffered 
through  a  three-match  losing  streak  in 
the  early  part  of  the  season.  But  the 
team  won  four  of  their  last  six  matches 
and  all  five  conference  matches. 
"We're  not  the 
same  team  that  took 
the  court  in  January; 
we've  improved 
tremendously  and 
developed  maturity," 
Olsen  said.  "We 
played  our  best 
tennis  of  the  season 
in  the  tournament." 


The  Bucs  won  their  second  crown  in 
three  years  after  marching  through  Coastal 
Carolina  with  a  4-2  win  and  meeting  up 
with  Winthrop  in  the  final.  The  matches 
were  plagued  by  rough  weather  in 
Virginia,  and  several  matches  had  to  be 
postponed  or  moved  to  another  location 
Winthrop  swept  the  first  two  doubles 
matches,  leaving  the  Bucs  down  entering 
singles  play.  The  Bucs  picked  up  four  wins 
in  singles,  including  a  tremendous  effort 
from  Matt  Halfpenny  who  came  from 
behind  to  beat  Rafael  Schafranski  5-7,  7-6, 
6-2. 

The  Lady  Bucs  had  a  tougher  time  in 
their  semifinal  match  as  they  won  two  of 
the  three  doubles  matches  to  put  away 
Radford  4-3.  That  win  put  them  in  the 
finals  with  UMBC.  The  Lady  Bucs  started 
the  championship  strong,  winning  two  of 
three  doubles  matches,  but  struggled  in 
the  singles  and  fell  4- 1 .

Baseball 


The  Buccaneers  finished 
Jjtf  the  season  with  a  24-29  record, 

three  wins  better  than  their 
1997  total.  However,  the  team 
was  excluded  from  playing  in  the  Big 
South  Conference  tournament  after 
finishing  the  year  with  a  9-9  league  mark. 
Injuries  to  the  starting  rotation  took  their 
toll  on  the  Buccaneers,  who  relied  on 
senior  Mark  Cisar  to  carry  the  load  much 
of  the  way.  Cisar  answered  the  call,  leading 
the  conference  in  innings  pitched  and 
second  in  strikeouts  and  wins. 

The  year  began  promisingly  as  CSU 
won  five  of  their  first  seven  games 
including  a  10-4  upset  of  then  nationally- 
ranked  Georgia  Tech.  But  the  schedule 
was  tough  early  on  as  the  Bucs  played 
both  Florida  and  Florida  State,  ranked  No. 
2  and  No.  3  in  the  nation,  and  also  had 
matchups  with  NCAA  Tournament  partici- 
pants Clemson,  USC  and  George 
Washington.  The  Bucs  also  took  one  of 
three  games  fromACC  power  N.C.  State. 

The  conference  proved  just  as  diffi- 
cult. CSU  started  strong,  taking  two  of 
three  games  from  preseason  favorite 
Winthrop  before  being  swept  by  eventual 
champion  Liberty.  The  Bucs  took  two  of 
three  from  both  UNCAsheville  and  UMBC 
but  still  needed  a  surge  against  Coastal 
Carolina  to  earn  one  of  the  top  four  spots 
in  the  conference  and  a  shot  at  the  tour- 
nament. But  it  w  as  not  to  be  as  the 
Chanticleers  won  two  games,  sending  the 
Bucs  home  early. 

The  future  is  bright  despite  the  loss 
of  three  talented  seniors.  With  starting 
pitchers  returning  next  season  and  some 
outstanding  performances  from  freshmen 
this  year,  the  1999  Bucs  will  get  back  to 
their  winning  ways. 


Softball 

The  1998  Softball  team 
suffered  through  a  tough 
season  that  was  filled  with 
injuries  and  uncertainty.  With  an 
extremely  young  squad  playing  some  of 
the  toughest  teams  in  the  nation,  the  Lady 


Bucs  had  a  mountain  to  climb  before  the 
season  even  started.  And  with  the  loss  of 
some  key  players  early  on,  the  mountain 
became  too  high.  But  with  all  these 
talented  players  returning  next  year,  the 
CSU  softball  program  will  rebound,  and 
strongly. 


Golf 


Early  on,  the  team  set  its 
sights  on  the  1998  Big  South 
golf  tournament,  but  did  not 
see  Coastal  Carolina,  who  swept  in  with  a 
final  round  under  par  to  push  the  Bucs 
into  second.   CSU  led  the  tournament  at 
the  end  of  the  first  of  three  rounds.  CSU 
and  CCU  battled  through  the  next  two 
rounds 

Freshman  Justin  Young  finished 
second  in  the  individual  standings,  and 
Neal  Webb  was  tied  for  seventh.  Both 
took  home  all-conference  honors. 

The  Lady  Buccaneers'  season  was  one 
of  steady  improvement  which  crested 
with  a  third-place  finish  at  the  conference 
championships.  Freshman  Patricia 
Martinson  took  second  place  in  the  indi- 
vidual standings  after  leading  all  players 
with  a  one-under-par  71  on  the  first  day. 
Coastal  Carolina  won  the  championship, 
but  with  no  seniors  on  the  women's  team, 
the  Lath  Bucs  will  be  considered  a 
favorite  next  season. 


Track  & 
Field 


1  The  men's  track  and 

field  team  posted  a  third 
place  finish  at  the  Big  South  Track  and 
Field  Championships  while  the  women 
came  in  fifth  after  the  final  day  of  the 
meet,  which  was  held  at  Liberty. 

CSU's  Anthony  Reed  won  the  men's 
long  jump  with  a  distance  of  24' 10",  the 
triple  jump  with  a  49-7  and  finished  third 
in  the  1 10  hurdles  with  a  time  of  15.43. 
Kevin  Rathke  placed  second  in  the 
hammer  throw  with  146'2",  and  Brian 
lohnson  came  in  third  in  the  3,000 


steeplechase  with  a  time  of  9:46.6. 

On  the  women's  side,  Krista  Davis 
won  the  discus  with  a  124-06  throw; 
Tasha  Ansley  took  second  in  the  long 
jump  with  a  leap  of  18'2",and  Kenisha 
Smith  finished  second  in  the  100  hurdles 
in  1 5.04  seconds.

Bethune  led  the  Bucs  to  two 
Big  South  Championships  in  1996 
and  1998  and  to  the  1995  and  1997 
finals.  He  played  every  finals  match 
from  the  No.l  singles  spot  and  was 
the  1995  Rookie  of  the  Year.  He  has 
also  been  awarded  All-Conference 
honors  in  singles  and  doubles  play 
for  the  past  three  seasons.

Five  alumni  were  inducted  into  CSU's 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  at  the  annual  spring 
Athletic  Banquet.  Among  the  inductees 
were  former  baseball  and  golf  coach  Jamie 
Futrell  '87,  basketball  standout  Cathy 
Coker-Batten  '88,  track  stars  Francis 
Mwobobia  '80  and  Tom  Lewis  '72  and 
former  golfer  Brooks  Moore  '69. 

Futrell,  now  the  golf  coach  at  the 
College  of  Charleston,  joined  the  athletic 
department  as  a  baseball  player  from 
1985-87.  He  holds  the  school  record  for  a 
single  season  batting  average  with  .450  be- 
set in  1985  and  finished  his  playing  days 
with  a  career  .358  average.  In  1989  he 
became  the  youngest  Division  I  baseball 
coach  in  the  country  and  led  the  Bucs 
until  1993.  He  coached  the  men's  and 
women's  golf  teams  from  1993-1996 
producing  six  All-Conference  players  and 
building  the  women's  team  that  won  the 
1997  Big  South  Championship.

Coker-Batten,  now  a  teacher  at  Spann 
Elementary  School  in  Summerville,  played 
basketball  from  1984-1988  and  still  holds 
the  school  records  for  single  game  scoring 
(36),  season  scoring  (526),  career  scoring 
average  (16.6)  and  is  second  in  career 
scoring  with  1,507  points.

Moore,  principal  of  Rollings  School  of 
the  Arts  in  Summerville,  was  part  of  the 
first  graduating  class  at  CSU  and  played 
golf  from  1 905- 1 969.  He  won  the  team 
Sportsmanship  Award  in  his  sophomore- 
year.
